Annexation of Parkside 


On March 9, Greenbelt residents voted by referendum against a 
petition to annex Parkside, a 31-home subdivision off Good Luck 
Road on the south side of Greenbelt Park. Pros and cons were de- 
bated before council and in letters to the editor with proponents say- 
ing that Parkside residents wish to be part of Greenbelt, benefit from 
city services, and. bring more tax revenues to the city than the cost 
of services to be provided. Opponents cited the subdivision’s distance 
from other sections of the city and the inconvenience and extra time 
required to provide service to the area. Opponents successfully ob- 
tained signatures of more than 20 percent of the city’s registered vot- 
ers On petitions to bring the issue to referendum. 

Renovation of Roosevelt Center 

After several years’ study of various landscape design plans for 
Roosevelt Center, the Greenbelt City Council chose one incorporat- 
ing some of the 1937 features. Bradford pears came down, old red 
Bowmanite pavers came up, old soil was replaced. Council added to 
the project’s cost by agreeing to restore the deteriorated mother and 
child statue, buy a movie theater marquee and install security cam- 
eras. To offset costs, council slashed $26,000 by having Public 
Works tackle both demolition and landscaping tasks and raised 
$10,000 through the “sale” of new benches, Zelkova trees and the 
London plane trees planted earlier along Centerway. 

By early summer most work on Roosevelt Center was completed 
with tables and chairs placed within four squares set off by low ev- 
ergreen hedges. On October 24 the city hosted a grand rededication 
of a renewed Roosevelt Center. 


Drought 


A drought of historic proportions hit the state this year. Gover- 
nor Parris Glendening imposed mandatory water restrictions in August 
in response to the drought. Watering outdoors was limited to water- 
ing by hand. 

Few city plantings died, a number of trees around the city did. 
The drought was broken when the remnants of hurricanes Dennis and 
Floyd dumped rain on the region in September. The area experienced 
a record number of “code red” poor air quality days this summer.

Kubrick Festival 


Scores Hits

The Old Greenbelt Theatre is 
showing the Stanley Kubrick 
Festival this week. The fea- 
tured films are “Lolita,” “Full 
Metal Jacket,” and “Clockwork 
Orange.” 

“Lolita” is the story of a 
middle-aged professor (James 
Mason) who falls in love with 
his landlady’s (Shelly Winters) 
schoolgirl daughter (Sue 
Lyons). The relationship would 
be comic if it weren’t so pain- 
ful to watch. The landlady is a 
loud hustler and the good pro- 
fessor marries her in spite of 
the fact that he still loves the 
daughter. Nothing the professor 
does earns him any credit with 
the girl. Peter Sellers has what 
might be called a cameo in the 
movie. He plays several roles 
in the movie, all of them trick- 
sters. The professor finds out 


that he’s been tricked and | 


shoots him. Poor professor. 
He’s shot the wrong man. The 
girl has married another man. 
The movie gets two stars. 

“Full Metal Jacket” is a 
tough, hard-nosed look at Ma- 
rine boot camp and the U.S. in- 
volvement in the Vietnam War. 
The episode in boot camp is 
long and grueling like real boot 
camp. The drill sergeant is 
hard on his men as a drill ser- 
geant should be, but, as usual, 
there’s a fat boy who can’t do 
all the drill sergeant demands 
roughly. The boy retaliates 
roughly. The language the drill 
sergeant uses is realistic, if ob- 
scene. 

The second half of “Full 


|, Metal Jacket” deals, with. Viet-,., 
|. nam, from the perspective of 


one of the men who’s been as- 
Signed as a reporter to Stars 
and Stripes. It’s an interesting 
perspective. As a reporter, he 
gets to move around a good bit, 
allowing us to see a lot of the 
horror of the war. He has a 
dispute with his commanding 
officer. The officer assigns him 
to a combat patrol, in which he 
gets lost and runs into sniper 
fire. It’s a harrowing, excruci- 
ating sequence. The movie gets 
three stars. 


The last film is “Clockwork © 


Orange.” It’s about a punk 
British thief and his gang. 
There’s plenty of nudity, ob- 
scenity, rape, and violence as 
we follow along. Eventually, 
he gets caught, sentenced, and 
jailed. In his eagerness to get 
out of jail, he volunteers for an 
experimental program which of- 
fers freedom, provided that he 
goes through an experimental 
psychological conditioning pro- 
gram. The thief expects that 
he'll ‘get-out of jail with mini- 
mal hardship. Of course, he’s 
in for several rude shocks. The 
film is a hard-hitting satire. It 
gets three stars.

Federal Pay Raise 
Amounts to 4.94% 


Congressman Steny Hoyer re- 
cently announced that federal em- 
ployees in the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington area will receive a 4.94% 
pay raise, effective January 1. 
The Clinton Administration re- 
leased the figures December 21! 
detailing the locality pay adjust- 
ment. This makes the Fiscal 
Year. 2000 pay raise the largest 
for federal employees in this area 
since 1981. 

Hoyer has been working since 
February to ensure that federal 
employees would receive a pay 
raise equal to the military person- 
nel pay raise. The Defense Au- 
thorization and Appropriations 
bills passed by both houses of 
Congress provide for the 4.8% 
pay raise for military personnel,

Greenbelt Astronomy Club Offers Class 


Readers who want to learn 
how to find their way around the 
night sky or are curious about 
what the bright points of light in 
the night sky are called now have 
a chance to find out. Beginning 
January 27, the Greenbelt As- 
tronomy Club will offer a six- 
class course of 12 lessons with 
two practical laboratories de- 
signed specifically for the begin- 
ner looking for the very basics of 
exploring the night sky. The first 
class will be held Thursday Janu- 
ary 27 at 7:30 p.m. at .the H.B. 
Owens Science Center. The 
course will take students through 
the Astronomical League’s “Uni- 
verse Sampler” 
proven course of instruction on 
the basics of the night sky. There 
will be no tuition fee for this 
course, but students will need to 
purchase a program manual, a 
bright star map and a red filtered 
flashlight. Assistance obtaining 
these is available from the club 
secretary.

The Universe Sampler observ- 
ing program is a unique program 
designed for the beginning ob- 
server. It is designed to expose

the beginner to a sample of the 
many different types of objects 
that the universe has to offer for 
observing enjoyment and to learn 
his or her way around the sky. 
The program also teaches some 
of the basics of astronomy. It of- 
fers an alternate naked-eye list of 
deep sky objects for those who 
are interested in astronomy but 
shy away because they do not 
have a telescope or binoculars. 

Participants will be taken on 
an exciting journey through the 
heavens. They will meet many 
of the brightest stars, learn their . 
names and the constellations in 
which they are found. The moon 
and some of the planets that 
share the solar system will be 
visited as well as at least one of 
the comets that leave the outer 
reaches of the solar system to 
visit the neighborhood of the sun. 
Participants will become ac- 
quainted with double stars, vari- 
able stars, star clusters, nebulae 
and galaxies. 

The January 27 starting date is 
also the next regularly scheduled 
meeting of the Greenbelt As- 
tronomy Club.

Joseph Leroy “Lee” Clark, 
76, died on Sunday, December 
26. He was a member of one 
of Greenbelt’s pioneer families. 

Born in Oklahoma City, he 
moved to Greenbelt with his 
family in 1938. His father, 
who had been a lawyer, gave it 
up to work with his hands in 
woodworking. He became a 
blacksmith and got a job at the 
Beltsville farms (now BARC). 
His mother was one of the first 
employees of the Greenbelt 
Post Office. 

His friend, Greenbelt Pioneer 
Donnie Wolfe, remembers him 
as the best all-around athlete in 
Greenbelt. He was manager of

After he got his law degree, 
he followed in his father’s 
footsteps. He started a framing 
business and then extended it 
into woodworking. 

Although Lee left Greenbelt 
after the war Wolfe says he 
never forgot Greenbelt. He of- 
ten said Greenbelt was the best 
thing that ever happened to 
him, Wolfe added. He loved 
Greenbelt to the day he het us, 
Wolfe said. 

Bob Sommers, Julie Andrus, 
Donnie Wolfe and Lee, as 
adults, would meet for lunch 
from time to time. One time 
they started to name as many 
people as they could in the 
courts, starting at 2 Ridge to 
Northway and back to 1 Cres- 
cent. They found they could 
name about 50% of those who 
lived in each court — the original 
Greenbelt from 1937 — 1941.

In 1943 he went into the ser- 
vice and became an aerial gun- 
ner in a Martin B-26 bomber 
which was made in Baltimore.

Clark received a basketball 
scholarship to the University of 
Maryland and went on to study 
law at George Washington Uni- 
versity (GW). While at GW he 
drove a cab. Wolfe often rode 
with him to keep him company. 


He married his first wife 
Linda and moved out west. 
They had five children. He 
later returned to this area. At 
the time of his death he lived 
in Howard County. 

His survivors include his 
wife Jane, sons Steven and 
Josh, daughter, Kristine, 
brother, Lewis and four grand- 
children.

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Metro Station came to an end in November with a draft document 
prepared by the county’s planning department team with citizen and 
stakeholder input receiving its almost final revision. In January 2000 
the proposal for the area under study, which includes as its core the 
A. H. Smith property and the metro site, will go to the county coun- 
cil. 

At the beginning of 1999 public attention intensified when a new 
group, Citizens to Conserve and Restore Indian Creek (CCRIC), 
formed to protect the stream and wetlands in the center of the core 
property. Developers then considered scaling back their plans from 
an upscale retail mall to a more modest “main street” model that 
would keep the woodland intact. Another issue, whether or not to con- 
struct a Beltway interchange to the metro site, was unresolved at 
year’s end. The Greenbelt City Council oppesed the concept but both 
county and state politicians authorized engineering environmental stud- 
ies by the State Highway Administration for such an interchange. 


Historic District 


Members of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. voted via mail ballot to pur- 
sue being named as a historic district. The city sought GHI’s input 
first as the largest property owner. If Greenbelt becomes such a dis- 
trict, the program would follow design guidelines. In return, GHI 
would be eligible for a 10 percent property tax credit for approved 
rehabilitation work, and individuals building approved additions within 
the guidelines would qualify for a 10 percent property tax credit. The 
city’s Advisory Planning Board will meet to discuss how best to re- 
view the process, requirements, and guidelines of the County’s His- 
toric District Designation. 

Nursing Center Closes 

The year began with a shock for the 82 residents of the Greenbelt 
Nursing and Rehabilitation Center and their families, who learned of 
a federal order closing the facility by the end of January. Just a few 
months earlier, federal officials had appointed a temporary manager 
and monitor to resolve problems at the facility. While upholding the 
legality of the order to close, U.S. District Judge Alexander Williams 
wrote in his opinion that “the Court believes this is an inequitable 
result.” 

Although a spokesperson for the facility’s operator vowed “We're 
not closing, we're temporarily ceasing operations,” the facility remains 
closed, despite having paid a fine to settle the federal charges. 

Green Ridge House 

Green Ridge House residents’ demands for more parking remain 
unmet at year’s end despite council approval early in the year of a 
plan to enlarge the parking lot by 14 spaces at the expense of 10 
trees. City staff is still working to obtain necessary permits for the 
work. Proposals for a larger expansion, a new lot behind the build- 
ing and angle parking on Ridge Road were abandoned ‘in response to 
concerns raised by other Ridge Road residents.

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Local Artists Help Create 
New College Park Mural

Thanks to the contributions of 
local artists, a blank wall at the 
Yates Auto Parts store located at 
Berwyn Road and Route | in 
College Park is no longer an eye- 
sore. Instead, it has been trans- 
formed into a work of art—a 
mural, to be exact. 

Michael McMullin, Dan 
Kennedy and Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School student, John 
Norden, all of Greenbelt contrib- 
uted their artistic talents to the 
project. 

It all started when Sandra 
Tyler of the Berwyn Arts Ex- 
change attended a Berwyn Dis- 
trict Civic Association (BDCA) 
meeting last spring. The neigh- 
borhood was concerned with the 
shabby appearance of the store’s 
wall, which is located at a major 
entry way into the neighborhood, 
The BDCA asked if the Berwyn 
Arts Exchange would coordinate 
the project. It agreed and Tyler 
wrote a grant in May and talked 
to the city about economic help. 
The total budget for the project is 
$13,750. 

McMullin, a muralist, was 
contacted to do the project, how- 
ever, he recommended Kennedy 
because he felt Kennedy’s mural 
experience was better suited since 
McMullin mostly worked with 
modern art. McMullin ended up 
managing the project. 

Kennedy created a design 
from the theme, “Heritage/Trans- 
portation.” = 

“The design hearkens back to 
the 19th century when the 
Berwyn neighborhood was an im- 
portant railroad stop between Bal- 
timore and DC,” said Kennedy. 

The Berwyn neighborhood 
was developed in the 1880s be- 
cause of its proximity to the 


B&O railroad line- Berwyn is 
also adjacent to Route 1, the his- 
toric turnpike linking DC and 
Baltimore. The streetcar line 
built in 1900 bisected Berwyn. 
The streetcar line linked Berwyn 
to Hyattsville and a streetcar net- 
work in DC. 

Two. neighborhood artists, 
Bonnie O’Donoghue and Kathy 
Hausman, along with six Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School students 
donated their time to paint with 
Kennedy and McMullin. 

According to Kennedy, the 
ERHS students wanted artistic 
experience with murals. The stu-

dents helped mix colors on paper 
plates and created a few charac- 
ters. McMullin said Norden was 
energetic, very dedicated and a 
big help. 

‘He helped solve a major per- 
spective problem ‘with the roof 
line of the train station,” said 
McMullin. Norden said he en- 
joyed painting with his friends 
even though it took a lot of free

time. The 15-year-old student 
helped paint after school and on 
weekends. He is the son of 
Beth and Arnold Norden. 

“We did the best we could 
considering the limitations,” said 
Kennedy. He said the cinder 
block wall is a porous surface, 
which made it difficult to paint. 

McMullin and Kennedy have 
art studios at the Greenbelt 
Community Center. Kennedy 
teaches private art lessons in 
landscaping and human figure 
painting. McMullin has given 
free art workshops in community 
painting for Greenbelt for the 
past five years. 

“The involvement of the com- 
munity is heartwarming,” said 
Tyler, who is pleased with the 
outcome She ‘said there “will be 
a presentation party sometime in 
January.

“I saw an ad in the newspaper 
to teach music in Papua New 
Guinea,” is the reason Ridge 
Road resident Betsy Barber gives 
for leaving the Washington area 
in 1993 to grab the brass ring of 
adventure, forsaking everything 
familiar and traveling alone to 
far-off New Guinea, a distance of 
about 8,500 miles. She signed a 
three-year contract to teach music 
to young people at the University 
of Papua New Guinea in its capi- 
tal city, Port Moresby. It was dur- 
ing this time that she found a se- 
riously ill puppy who came to be 
the centerpiece of her life. The 
dog is “King,” the Australian 
“singing dog” she nursed back to 
health and brought with her when 
she returned to America and 
moved to Greenbelt in 1996. 

Alone in New Guinea for three 
years except for her dog and a 
pidgin-English-speaking helper 
named Nop, the soft-spoken Bar- 
ber, who has a Ph.D. in music, 
led a choir and taught private stu- 
dents, classes in piano, music his- 
tory and ethnomusicality, as well

as Classes in ear-training and the 
history of popular music. She 
lived in a small concrete house 
given to her by the university 
and had the privilege of being 
invited by mountain tribespeople 
to stay in a traditional grass 
house. Gradually, warily, she 
learned the ways and strict rules 
of the tribal people she came to 
admire and, in some cases, love. 
“They’re all artists,” she says, 
remembering hearing beautiful 
singing around campfires at 
night, watching dancing and the 
creation of the large, intricate 
Carvings and impeccably woven 
baskets that now surround her in 
her Greenbelt home. 
900 Languages 
There are 900 different lan- 


guages, each with its own alpha- 
bet, spoken in Papua New Guinea 
by 900 different coastal and 
mountain tribes. But luckily for 
Dr. Barber, many of the tribal 
people speak pidgin English, as 
did Nop. Many of the natives 
who live out in the bush—de- 
scendants of the Chinese, 
Polynesians and Africans who mi- 
grated some 50,000 years ago to 
the beautiful, wild mountainous 
island—still live by fishing and 
farming in a place where tourism 
is minimal. 

“Originally,” says Barber, “Na- 
tive people lived on yams and a 
spinach-like vegetable and what- 
ever animals they could hunt. 
Foreigners who came from differ- 
ent countries introduced tropical 
fruit plants and brought cotton 
clothing, warm sweaters and 
coats, and cooking utensils, which 
was wonderful. Unfortunately, 
though, they also disrupted the 
traditional way of life and con- 
vinced the natives that much of 
their art work was not in line 
with 20th-century progress. Sadly, 
many artistic treasures were 
burned or left to rot because of 
this attitude.” 

Papua New Guinea is about 
the size of California, but there 
are more people in Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, than in this land. The first 
colonizers were the Portuguese, 
who claimed the country starting 
around 1600, “but they sailed by 
and didn’t even get off their 
boats,” Barber says. Two hundred 
years later, the French came and 
settled a few colonies, followed 
by the Germans. In the 19th cen- 
tury the English came, followed 
by the Australians. The country 
got its independence in 1978. 

In Greenbelt, Betsy Barber 
lives in a peaceful house and en- 
joys the closeness of her neigh- 
bors. “I especially love the lake,” 
says Barber. “King and I go 
around it nearly every day.” Her 
conversation is full of interesting 
juxtapositions about life in New 
Guinea, as when she credits her 
stay with inspiring her to pick up 
a brush and start painting, and to 
continue her music. 

Then there’s this: “I loved the 
extended family part of tribal- 
ism—how everyone takes care of 
everyone else. One child would 
have a real father and real mother 
and then 25 different pops and 
moms, all of whom would be re- 
sponsible for it. There might be 
another 50 aunties and uncles 
also,” she says. 

Memories of Nop 

The talk turns to Nop, Barber’s 
mountain tribe helper who came 
to her one day and said, “I am

going to be your maid and you 
are going to pay me $50 every 
two weeks.” Says Barber, “I 
wasn't going to argue with some- 
one who was twirling a bush 
knife, so I asked people about 
her and they told me, take her. 
They were right. She stayed with 
me for three whole years. She 
was illiterate, a master fire 
builder, a fine weaver, and an ex- 
cellent story-teller in pidgin En- 
glish. She became my teacher.” 

“Nop took me everywhere and 
lived in the spare room in my 
house. Her tribe had decided she 
would have that room,” Barber 
said. 

Nop’s people were ingenious, 
Barber found, remembering “they 
would buy a bus, get a license, 
and start driving. You could go 
anywhere for 40 cents, and every 
four or five minutes another bus 
would show up. You didn’t have 
to wait long. At the bus stop, 
Nop would call out to one of her 
tribesmen who was a driver, and 
he would invite us on board 
where we would sit—Nop, King, 
and I—in a front row seat enjoy- 
ing the drive. 

Nop and the Shower 

“One night when the water 
was shut off (which happened on 
a regular basis), I complained be- 
cause I wanted and needed a 
shower. It had just rained. Nop 
said, ‘Come on, I'll show you 
how to take a real shower.’ We 
dressed in our sarongs, took a 
towel and bar of soap and, be- 
cause it had just rained, went 
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from tree to tree, shaking water 
from the branches. The stars were 
out, huge and brilliant, and the 
water splashed over us like ring- 
ing bells, and we laughed like 
school children. I will never for- 
get the beauty of that night. Once 
Nop and I performed together at 
a concert, she dancing and play- 
ing a jew’s-harp while I 
drummed and sang. We brought 
the house down.” 
A Trip to Rabaul 

Barber was invited to visit a 
tribe in Rabaul and spent seven 
unforgettable days living with the 
very hospitable and interesting 
people in East New Britain. 
While there, she was a witness to 
the famed Whip Dancers of 
Rabaul—young men who, after 
Initiation, proved they felt no 
pain during a dance where they 
were fiercely whipped by their 
dancing companions. “They 
danced together,” Barber recalls, 
“then one dancer stopped and 
thrust his hand in the air and the 
other whipped him with a long 
rope-like vine.” 

Barber was up close enough to 
see the skin welt on the boy’s 
arm, yet the boy being whipped 
didn’t bat an eye. “The dance 
continued and the boy was 
whipped perhaps 10-12 times. 
Then, after the whipping, both 
partners continued dancing a very 
fast dance with extremely compli- 
cated foot patterns. This contin- 
ued for another 45 minutes.” 

Barber also was invited to sit 
around a huge bonfire (the flames

were perhaps 20 feet high) and 
watched the equally famous 
Rabaul Fire Dancers—again, 
young boys initiated to feel no 
pain as they danced through the 
fire barefooted, kicking the flam- 
ing logs until the fire was out. 
They wore huge, grotesque 
masks and danced to a group of 
male drummers, drumming a 
very fast and complicated driving 
rhythm. 

Now retired, Dr. Barber 
moved to Greenbelt because of 
its dog-friendly people and the 
lake. She paints, writes, volun- 
teers for Pets on Wheels, and is 
involved in several musical 
shows as well as the Greenbelt 
Writers Group. Severely trauma- 
tized by his early abandonment 
and mistreatment, King cannot be 
left alone, at least not yet, so 
Barber's lifestyle has changed 
from shopping sprees and restau- 
rant-hopping to walks around 
Greenbelt Lake with her friend.

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The Late Lekh Batra Remembered in Post Story

This week, as part of its 
end-of-the-millennium coverage, 
the Washington Post ran a se- 
ries that marked the passing in 
1999 of 10 people whose lives 
made a difference. Although 
they were not famous they were 
important to many others. One 
of the ten was the late Lekh 
Batra of Greenbelt, who died 
May 20. at the age of 69. He 
and his wife Suzanne had lived 
here for over 30 years and he 
had participated in many 
Greenbelt activities, especially 
those supporting the preserva- 
tion of green space and the 
original design of the planned 
community. He was a proof 
reader for the News Review for 
many years. 

Born to a traditional Hindu 
family in a village in British 
India, Batra and his family 
were uprooted during the ethnic 
violence that accompanied the 
1947 partitioning of India. The 
family had so little food that 
young Batra would go foraging 
in. the hills for mushrooms to 
sell. These he found in abun- 
dance, and he found his life’s 
work as well — mycology, the 
study of mushrooms. 

Worked at Beltsville 

In 1956 he came to the 
United States and attended 
Cornell University, where he 
earned a Ph.D. in botany. 
Later he joined the staff of the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC) and moved 
with his wife to Greenbelt. He 
achieved eminence in his field, 
and his professional work is 
known woridwide. He discov- 
ered 38 new species of fungi 
and seven fungal diseases, and 
wrote four books and more than 
130 articles. Former 
Greenbelter Marie Tousignant, 
who was a colleague who was 
quoted in the Post article, 
helped him with a section on 
food and agriculture for a 60- 
volume encyclopedia on life 
support systems. She noted his 
fluency in several languages 





Greenbelt’s tallest holiday 
decoration was erected this year 
by Capitol Cadillac next to the 
Capital Beltway.

and recalled that he had trans- 
lated all the Latin scientific 
terms into Japanese. 

Batra was also a man with a 
sense of humor, and Tousignant 
recalled the time-he “showed 
up at the Greenbelt Labor Day 
parade accompanied by a huge 
sow and 13 piglets he’d bor- 
rowed from the Research Cen- 
ter. He was wearing a straw 


hat, jeans, and a plaid shirt.”

Another friend reminisced in 
the article about the time when 
Batra babysat for her three- 
month-old and put him to sleep 


by delivering a lecture on 


botany. 

Suzanne Batra commented in 
the Post article that her late 
husband would have enjoyed 
his funeral reception, where 
mourners were served fungi of 
many kinds. The multi-cultural 
memorial service, led by the 
Rev. Daniel R. Hamlin, of 
Greenbelt Community Church, 
included Hindu and Muslim 
prayers, a Jewish kaddish, and a 
reading from Christian scripture. 

Lekh Batra was a brilliant 
and multi-faceted man who will 
be missed by family, friends, 
and community. He came a 
long way from the small village 
of his birth geographically, pro- 
fessionally, and personally, and 
his time here on earth made a 
difference to many.
